Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Spe- 
cial} Nearly 2,000,000 persons, or 
slightly less than 2 per cent_of the 
country’s population, are federal pay 
made today. 
Excluding members of congress, a 
ecutives, and persons in administra- 
tive positions not classified in the 
civil service, as well as persons hold- 
ing contracts for government work 
or supplies, the computation shows 4 
total of 1,791,816 persons deriving 
their livelihood directly frgm the gov- 


A total of 559,138 persons, including 
all employés of the post office depart- 
ment, were listed in the civil service 
on June 80 last, the end of the fiscal 
|year. “On the same date the navy 
had an enlisted personnel of 83,566 
men, 8,904 officers, and 2,758 men on 
its retired roll. 

The marine corps included 18,000 
enlisted men, 1,175 officers, and 210 
‘retired; while the army had 121,192 
enlisted men, 12,079 officers, and 10,- 
310 retired. 

In addition, the coastguard strength 
was shown to be 11,220 officers and 
enlisted men. 

The country’s pension rolls list 
489,942 veterans of past wars and 
their dependents receiving monthly 
allowances from the treasury. The 
world war added another 600,000 to 
that army, according to statistics, 
which show that during 1927 a total 
of 237,076 persons were receiving dis- 
ability compensation, the dependents 
of 82,827 veterans received monthly 
allowances, and insurance awards 
were paid to the beneficiaries of 153,- 
422 veterans. 

The veterans’ bureau figures do not 
include benefits paid out under the 
so-called adjusted compensation or 
bonus bill, which provided for a single 
payment or the issuance of an insur- 
ance policy. A total of 3,359,178 
claims under the adjusted compensa- 
tion act have been approved by the 
bureau. 3

The American standard of living has 
its causes, They are not incidental te an adven- 
titious turn of fortune and they are not,’ as is so 
frequently thought abroad, derived from misfor- 
tunes occurring elsewhere in the world. Nor are 
they to be attributed to unexpected discoveries of 
natural resources or to the conquest and develop- 
ment 

The causés are found in a hundred and fifty 
years Of domestic and international policy which 
in the main has been farsighted and wise. ft has 
prevailed in spite of opposition at home and abroad 
and it has worked its way successfully through 
many severe conflicts. The first decision was that 
there should be a union which has created a great 
country for the free spread of industries and the 
marketing of goods without. numerous ‘boundary 
lines, imposts and interferences which prevail in 
Europe. It is a free trade dogma that nothing 
else will produce apd gustein a trading and com- 
mercia] nation, The union> gave America one of 
the greatest free trade areas in the world, one of 
virtually uniform demand and taste.

There was a time when private 
initiative was threatened with destructive govern 
ment repression, with the burden of a socialized 
state, with the overpowering hand of bureaucracy, 
The country has been through periods of internal 
controversy which might have destroyed its tariff 
protection.

By the next day the mother recog- 
nizes that the child is certainly sick.

child is {rritable, and may object to 
being held by the mother or the nurse. 
About this time, the New York bulietin 
says, there is puffing around the eyes, 
and the face has an expression of min- 
gled apprehension and resentfulness.

In most of the cases the disease never 
goes beyond this peint, Recovery is 
complete; there is no paralysis and no

As a matter of 
fact, they have had the disease and 
‘they are capatle of spreading it, as 
much so as the more serious cases, 
After an interval of apparent con- 
valescence—an interval lasting from one -

—there is a return of fever, but the 
temperature does not go high. Consti- , 
pation is generally present. The child 
objects to being held, or to having his 
body bent forward.

Applied science is as much the ally 
of peace as it is the servant of war, 
Dr. W. Lee Lewis, inventor of “ Lew- 
isite,”” asserted last night at North- 
western university during the WNa- 
tional Defense day program of the 
American Chemical.

Princeton, N. J., Aug. 18.—4)}—An- 
drew Fleming West, dean of Prince 
ton university’s graduate college, who

Dean West became professce of 
Latin in 1883 and head of the graduate 
college in 1901.

ROAD ESSENTIAL 


Beauty Can Come Later, 


Eastern Expert Says. 


“If the utilitarian community of 
the central west and the Chicago area 
in particular wants what I call auto- 
mobile railways, the thing to do is to 
get down 40 foot pavements as fast 
as possible and without regard to the 
question of ornamental rights of 
way.” 

This opinion was uttered, rather 
emphatically, by Jay Downer, chief 
engineer of the Westchester County 
Park commission at White Plains, 
N. Y., during an informal discussion 
of proposed road widenings. 

“You can rest assured,” he said, 
“that if your planners and engineers 
attempt to hold up paving projects 
until boulevard rights of way are in 
the hands of the county or state gov- 
ernments, it will be years and years 
before you have roads which will meet 
the demands of even present day 
motor traffic. 

Considers Westchester Unique. 


“Westchester county is a_ spot 
unique in the world. Its roadways 
have been developed as parkways. 
and the parkway development has en- 
hanced property values vastly beyond 
the dreams of the —— of the 
system. 

“In this community we have built 
as we have grown, but it does not 
follow that other communities can 
achieve the same results. They have 
no New York city at their doors where 
are engaged great numbers of per- 
sons with almost unlimited financial 
resources and the uncurbed desire for 
beautiful and picturesque country 
homes. 

“Westchester county has been de- 
veloped as to communications on a 
supply and demand basis. We first 
procured the home builders and then 
built roads to suit their demands. 


No Problems of Trafiic. 


“Our problem never was the han- 
dling of a vast motor traffic. The 
present traffic resulted from the roads 
we constructed through unimproved 
regions. The principal thoroughfare, 
Bronx River parkway, with its two 
one way traffic pavements and grade 
separations, was a byproduct of sani- 
tary measures required to make the 
region habitable, which consisted pri- 
marily in cleaning up the Bronx river. 

“On the other hand you in Chicago 
have a vast motor traffic problem to 
be met. The obvious way to meet it 
is to provide the road surface netes- 
sary to accommodate it. 

“If, after the traffic question is out 
‘of the way [and the traffic question 
geems to be the essential problem in 
the Chicago area] there are landscap- 
ing idealists who care to go on with 
the boulevarding and parkway im- 
provements, it will be as easy to ac- 
complish that end after pavements are 
laid as before. 3 

Roads First Essential 

"The first essential, as I see it, is to 
get roads which will carry the traffic. 
That id what I would term the auto- 
mobile railway. What I mean to say 


is that you require for motor traffic 
what the freight shippers require for 
railways—direct and capacious ar-

| BIG CORN CROP 


High in Spring. 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Live stock men have plenty to think 

t while they are waiting for the 

ve bumper corn crop to ripen. 

They are going to have an abundance 
of corn and a shortage of live stock to 
eat it. Old corn is likely to be piled 
high in the cribs of the central west 


when the planters begin to click next 
spring. 

Most of the corn crop of tie United 
States rides to market in a concen- 
trated form in the hides of cattle and 
hogs. There is a shortage of cattle on 
the farms and ranges. This country 
has three million fewer beef cattle 
this year than in 1926. That repre- 
sents a big tonnage beef. 

The nation’s beef tonnage will not 
only be smaller as a result of a re- 
duction in the number of beef cattle 
but also because the cattle are lighter. 
They average many hundreds of 
pounds lighter than they did a quarter 
of a century ago, and comparisons 
within the last few years show that 
the tendency is toward smaller cattle. 
Steers coming to market today are 
averaging probably fifty pounds less 
than they did even three or four years 


ago.

J. S. Campbell, live stock 
and meat marketing authority, 
predicts shortage of cattle for 
several years.

Im addition to a shortage of cattle 
end smaller sized animals being mar- 
keted, there is a comparative shortage 
of beef in cold storage. There were 
more than three million fewer pounds 
of beef in cold storage at the first of 
this month: than at the same time a 
ear o. On Aug. 1 there were 32,- 
425,000 pounds of beef in cold storage, 
more than 13,000,000 pounds short of 
the five year average. . 

The government's report shows that 
there were approximately 400,000 
fewer cattle marketed in June and 
July this year than during the same 
months a year ago at the seven princi- 
pal markets—Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, East St. Louis, St. Joseph, 
Sioux City, and St. Paul. 

A recent government report indi- 
cates t there is a decrease of about 
6 per cent in the number of cattle 
on grain feed in the corn belt com- 
pared to Aug. 1 a year ago. 

| Calves Being Held.

Range men are refusing 
to deliver breeding stock which had 
been bargained for in advance, ac- 
cording to reports coming from the 


Weight Rans Lower. 


The official live stock report issued 
gp few days ago showed that for the 
eight leading corn belt states, the per- 
cen of the number of cattle on 
feed” compared with that of Aug. 1, 
1927, is as follows: Illinois, 90 per 
cent; Iowa, 92 per cent; Indiana, 85 
per cent; Ohio, 85 per cent; Missouri, 
100 per cent; South Dakota, 100 per 


106 per cent. 

The report also shows that the aver- 
age weight of fat cattle to be market- 
ed during the next four months wil) 
run below that of last year and the 
proportion of heavy steers will be less 
than that of a year ago. It its esti- 
mated that nearly three-fourths of the 
cattle on feed will average under 1,100 
pounds in market, about twenty-five 
per cent under 900 pounds, and only 
six per cent will average over 1,300 
pounds. 

It takes far more cattle to produce 

e nation’s required tonnage of beef 
teday than it did twenty-five years 
ago. A quarter of a century ago it 
Was not uncommon for beef cattle to 


pounds and many weighed much more 
than that. In depending upon lighter 
animals more cattle must be added to 
produce the same tonnage of beef. 
7 Pig Crop Short. 

Mr. Campbell ‘says that despite th 
fact that at the beginning of this year 
there were seven million more hogs 
and four million more sheep than last 
year, there would not be enough pork 
and mutton coming from these animals 
to offeet the shortage of beef cattle. 
It takes five or six hogs or a dozen 
lambs to equal a steer. 

At the first of this year there were 


this winter. 


Farmers marketed more than twenty 
million hogs from November 1, 1927 to 
August 1, 1928, which is about two 
and a half million more than were 
marketed at the seven principal mar- 
kets during the same period two years 
before. 
The spring pig crop was about 
seven per cent short of the year be- 
fore, and the fall pig crop is expected 
to be less than it was last year. The 
decrease in the spring pig crop is the 
equivalent of 4,000,000 head, and 3,- 
000,000 of these represent the decrease 
in the corn belt states. 

More than ninety-six million pounds 
of frozen and cured pork moved out 
of cold storage during July. The 


819,073,000 pounds left in cold storage 


on the first of this month is more 
than twenty-two million pounds less 
than the holdings a year ago, but 
it is fifty-four million pounds more 
than the five year average. 

Liberal Feeding Likely. 
The decrease in weight of the hoks 
coming to market this summer and 
fall is expected to offset the large 
stock of pork in storage. With a 
big crop of corn and@ a shortage of 
cattle farmers are likely to be liberal 
in the feeding of hogs. They will be 
tempted to feed their hogs longer 
and, consequently heavier hogs will be 
coming to market later in the winter 
and next spring. 
The heavy hog means more lard, 
which is not to be ehcouraged, but 
the individual] farmer may figure that 
corn marketed in the big hog’s hide 
will bring him more money. On the 
first of August there were 205,289,000 
pounds of lard in cold storage, twenty- 
six million pounds more than a year 
ago .and more than fifty million 
pounds above the five year average. 
There is too much lard in proportion 
to lean meat being produced in this 
country and the big hog naturally 
does not improve this situation. 
The shortage of cattle is reflected 
in the prices now being paid at the 
central markets. During the last few 
days cattle have sold around the $17 
mark, the highest price paid since 
last Feburary. Hogs have sold re- 
cently above the $1? mark, the high- 
est point reached since March, 1927. 


Sheep production in this country 
has been rapidly expanding’ ‘There 
were 44,000,000 sheep in this country 
on Jan. 1, 4,000,000 more than in 
1826. Economists warn farmers that 
they should be careful about further 
expansion of the sheep industry, espe- 
cially where they are looking several 
years ead. The June lamb survey 
made by the government indicated 
that this year’s crop of lambs is 8 per 
cent larger than last year. Not many 
good breeding lambs are expected to 
be sent to market this fall. 

An increase in the lamb crop will 
relieve the cattle shortage only to @ 
hmited extent. The expansion in the 
sheep industry will not greatly re- 
lieve the bumper crop situation be- 
cause sheep are not big consumers of 


corn. 

With an estimated yiekd of corn 
only 179,000,000 bushels under the 
record breaking of 3,209,000,000 
produced in 1925,“ there would likély, 
be plenty left if farmers were to turn 
all the great herds and flocks in the 
country into their fields.

How-to Train Youthful A ppetites 


Strategy Rather _

OSE mothers who have not ex- 
perienced it personally can 
scarcely realize what an omni- 
present difficulty it is—this one 

of training ‘a child’s appetite. If I had 
not actually seen so much of it among 


wn I should 


by physicians and others 

But I know they are not. 
Much of the trouble is assuredly 

due to a wrong start in the handling 


_lof the child and the atmosphere of the 


mealtime; and much to wrong handl- 
ing of the food—that is, its cooking 


‘land variety. And sémething must be 


charged up to some children not hav- 
ing much natural appetite. 

However, I believe that this state 
‘is not really so very general. . Chil- 
dren on the whole, especially young 
children, do not feel the same kind 
of interest in food that grownups feel. 
Almost everything is of more concern 
to them tiran eating. Often meals 
are-just an interruption of much more 
worth while doings. So, whether they 
eat or not depends mostly, I think, on 
how you go at it. - 

This article is not to be about cor- 
recting wrong habits of eating that 
have already been formed, but is to 
be a few hifits for mothers whose 
children present no real problem at 
the table—who have normal appetites 
and who satisfy them easily but still 
show room for improvement. These 
suggestions are the fruit of practical 
experience and really bring results. 

In the first place, avoid hurrying 
little children with their eating. It Is 
not natural for them to eat quickly

any more than it is natural for them 
to hurry over their other activities. 
To be sure, their food often gets ctol 
in the process and though this bothers 
you it doesn’t bother them—nor really 


- hurt them. A warmed plate to start 


with or &@ hét water plate are the best 
you canuhope to do toward keeping 
their food warm. 

Here is another note. Rarely does 
a child eat in the order in which we 
do—a little of this and a little of that 
in turn- until we- have finished. It 
seems to confuse them to try to do 
so. Their tendency is to eat all of 
one thing, then all of another. There 


is no objection to this unless you no- 


tice that they are apt to leave. un- 
eaten the food you consider most im- 
portant. When this happens you 
have to give them a hint—or do a 
little casual feeding yourself, if they 
are small. 

I don’t believe in makigg the food 
itself too important. It should have 
enough attention to get it eaten, but 
other interesting things can be talked 
about. Unless, of course, it is some 
story-like conversation, as—how rab- 
bits like string beans as well as chil- 


‘dren do, and how they sit up on their 


hind legs in the garden and nibble 
them right off, leaving just the 
strings behind. Or occasionally that 
this or that kind of food makes you 
strong and well. Children, when past 
the baby age, can develop an ideal of 
health and strength for themselves 
and really get interested in the idea 
that this or that food makes a fine 


body. 

And now we come to the thing I 
had especially in mind today: 

Some time you may want to take

Sometime you may want to board 
with them at a hotel or boarding 
house. 

Sometime you may want to take 
them on a long train or a sea trip.

fort to you if they “eat everything.” 

Of course, more important than this 
is the fact that they need variety in 
their diet in order to get all the ele- 
ments necessary for well rounded 
growing. That we take for granted. 
But aside from this fundamental 
aspect of feeding children, it is a 
trained

*| good stead. And children can be 


trained to great variety in liking. In 
the course of a few years they can 
be induced to eat almost everything. 
But it takes a little doing, as the say- 
ing goes.

To be sure, children have their nat- 
ural es and dislikes in food as 
grown. people have. But they can 
learn to add to the former and over- 
come the latter, as I have proven in 
my own experience. That this is 
never done by forcing goes without 


increasing a child’s field of tastes. 

One is in never. considering his re- 
fusal of a food as final. By that I do 
not mean urging him repeatedly to 
eat, but something quite different. 

Take eggs, for instance, a food that 
many children dislike. Your child just 
doesn’t like them. You try them scram- 
bled, fried, poaehed, or boiled, even 
garnished with bacon. He tries, but 
you can see they are almost repulsive 
to him. Soafter you have served them 
a few times and you see he can’t eat 
them, you give up. 

But only temporarily. After a few 
weeks you serve them again, but with 
no better success. So you allow an- 


other lapse of time. Then, one fine!’ 


day, he eats the yolk of a hard-boiled 
egg as you're making a salad for the 
family and he likes it. You try that 
at breakfast next day and he eats 
both yolk and white. He develops a 
taste for eggs—at first for only hard 
boiled eggs, but later for eggs in any 
form. A great asset for him and for 
you, for sometimes eggs will furnish 
the protein for a meal when you can’t 
get anything else. 

So with other foods. Recurrently 
serving certain foods to a child with- 
out any fuss or discussion is almost 
sure to result in his one day liking 
the taste of it. When he tries one bite 
and refuses more, let it go at that. 
But some day some~factor that we 
can’t recognize will make it strike him 
right. Even then don’t present it too 
often or it will pall. But gradually 
it will establish itself as one of his 
likings. I have done this with a num 
ber of foods with great success. | 

The other device for exten 
taste in food lies in variety in the 
way of serving. Tomatoes, for in- 
stance, are one of our best foods 
these days, but not all children like 
them. We tried serving them stewed, 
baked, sliced thin with salt, with 
sugar, and made into a relish. No 
good came of any of it. ‘Then one 
day we offered a half of a big, dead 
ripe tomato to be eaten in the hand 
like an orange. Gusto greeted the ex- 
periment and now the other fresh 
juicy half is usually demanded. 

ese two expedients—the recurrent 
serving of a food and variety in its 
form—are well worth your trying.

Pecan Meats in Sponge Cake. 

One-faqurth cup of finely chopped 
pecan meats added to the above for- 
mula .gives a cake that leaves an 
exceedingly pleasant after flavor in 
the mouth. When the cake is almost 
as light as an angel cake and as 
spongy, the nuts lend real novelty. 

Flavor the cake, when they are used, 
with about a third of a teaspoon each 
of almond, orange and vanilla. Wal- 
nuts, or filberts, especially may replace 
the pecans. Add the nuts with the 
flour.

The Voice of 
the Movie Fan 


My dear Miss Matinée: 1 recently 
read one of yuor articles in THz Trim- 
UNE commenting on Movietone and 
Vitaphone, in which you seek for 
opinions.on the subject. After think- 
ing about it for a few days I de- 
cided it was sufficient inspiration to 
make me write a few lines on the 
merits of this new form of entertain- 
ment, 

In my estimation, synchronized de- 
vices in connection with motion pic- 
tures have an unlimited field of pos- 
sibilities, They are in a class of their 
own. As far as America is concerned, 
they wit] completely Americanize the 
motion pictures. But that is the least 
of my concern. .- 

It seems to me that synchronized 
devices can do as much in educational 


dustry. I believe that the educational 
system of today could be completely 
revolutionized just as the movies have 
been, or will be. Most of the courses 
in arts colleges are lecture courses. 
Instead of getting just one man’s view 
on the subject, all of the leading au- 
thorities could be brought before the 
class with the aid of the talking pic- 
tures. 

Furthermore, most of the traveling 
lecturers who float about the country 
give the same speech at every place 
tkey go. By the aid of the “talkies” 
they could be in several places at 
one time and still be enjoying them- 
selves in their own homes. 

Possibly a new type of educational 
institution will arise as the result of 
these wonderful discoveries. One man 
could just about run a whole school 
by himself. Foreign languages are 
taught, as a rule, by professors who 
don’t know as much about them as 
they shot [true, more or less, in 
high schools]. Certainly the funda- 
mentals of all foreign languages could 
be taught much better by true repre- 
sentatives of the countries than by 
teachers who have learned the langu- 
age over here themselves. 

One thing that Warner Brothers and 
Fox should do is to get more in- 
fluential men and women before ™ 
public. Although people go to 
theater to be entertained, a few 
moments of philosophy or some other

Ina suburb of Marseilles, wedged

High in the center of a prosperous 
coffee and to region, this clean and 
progressive city of 25,000 has never 
had its share of motor cars because 
each one must be brought in from the 
outside world on the backs of mules. 
A caravan of twenty mules, each car- 
rying a part, and a dangerous journey 
over the mountains lasting from three 
to ten days, are required to bring one 
car to Bucaramanga. 

There is no road and no rail 
Only two ways are available to reach 
the capita] of the state of Santander, 
the air and mule back. The air jour- 
ney requires only forty-five minutes, 
but nothing heavier than small par- 
cels can be carried by this route.

He could safely 
bid four hearts, but knows that if he 
only bids three, which he does, his 
partner will be bound to double any 
overbid made by the adversaries, and 
he therefore voluntarily affords his op- 
ponents an opportunity to bid four in 
a minor suit.

“|Mixed in Sand 
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Along Seashore 


in South Africa. 


OHANNESBURG, South Africa.— 
(/)—Diamonds have been found 
on the coast of Namaqualand. 
southwest Africa, embedded in 
conglomerate, compressed oyster 
shells and sand. 

Dr. Hans Merensky, noted American 
geologist, had long held a theory that 
the great Orange river, which drains 
| a large portion of southern Africa and 

empties into the sea off Namaqualand, 
|must have washed down vast quanti- 
ties of diamonds during the centuries. 

He therefore went prospecting along 
the Namaqualand coast and was re- 
warded by finding the seashore sand 
dotted with large precious stones that 
had been swept up again from the 
sea bed by the waves.

Found in Oyster Bed. 

| During his investigations, however, 
| he made another and more interesting 
discovery. Breaking open a lump of 
oyster bed conglomerate with which 
that wild coast is strewn, he found 
several large diamonds of a different 
nature to the river stones. 

This led him to the belief that under 
the sea in that area there is-a rich 
volcanic pipe of diamond-studded clay, 
s.milar to the ones at Kimberley.

No Word\Was Spoken. 


“So much has been accomplished 
during the last few years in the
